The-real virtues ‘inculoated ad u matter 
of form upon the'people by- the- Chinese 
Magistrates ‘are about as much practised as 
the social ‘maxims which are impressed 
upon then with equal gravity. The follow- 
ing list of rules is annexed to » proclama- 
tion issued by the Acting Provincial Judge. 

1, It is forbidden to buy up old paper 
whioh is written or printed upon, and to 
bleach or'make up ‘the’ same afresh under 
the name of ‘resurrection paper.” -Grasp- 
ing-rogues who do this sort of abgminab.o 
thing will be severely punished if detected ; 
end any persons informing against thom 
will réceive a reward from the Paper-pre- 
servation Society. ° Pee 

2. It is forbidden to: use printed or- 
mantscript paper to repair walla, windows, 
or for any pasting purposes whasever. - 

3. ‘It is forbidden to stamp the name 
upon the sides or soles of shoes “and atock- 
ings. Shoes and stockings are receptacies 
for the feat, and nothing could be more dia 
respectful than to imprint characters upon 
them, The- picture of a cloud, a bat, a 
ewan, a deer, or auch like, oan aorve for a

Ourtia v, Reinera, $100.—The plaintiff 
claimed re-posseasion of a dog and. $100 
damages for its detention, Defendant, who 
acted for the real owner of the dog, who is 
absent front the Oolony, contended that 
the dog was not her property; and as she 
had sent it back to him aa agent for: the 
owner, she. had no further claim upon*tho 
dog. Plaintiff stated that she expected 
that the dog would have hgen well. treated, 
aud she had reason to. vo from bec 
servants that this was hot so, Defendant 
(by Mr Wotton of Mr Brereton’s office) 
denied_this;-saying that—-some_people-h 
strange notions regarditig the treatment of 
dogs, and fed them on mutton chops. .

From plaintifi’s statement it 
appeared that defendant, after having paid 
instalments of the $150 amounting in all 
to $60, asked plaintiff todine at the Chinese 
Club, Lyndhurst Terracy, where, with 
defendant's friends,--he—dined and - had 
several cups of wine, and then went to 
sleep, Whenhe awoke he found that the 
promissory note had been removed from the 
pocket cf a coat he had taken off and hung 
up during dinners Plaintiff’ reported his 
loss to the Police, and defendant was 
suspected of having been concerned in the 
dissppearancdé -of the note, Plaintiff had 
never since heard of: the note. Defendaut 
at first said he would repay. the-amount 
of the balance, but subsequently he refuaed 
to do ao, On the face of the note two 
enixies were written of sums paid back. 

Hung Moi, interpreter at the Magistracy; 
corroborated. plaintiff's statement, and de- 
posed to having séen the promissory. note, 
and the two entries on its-face,.. He knew 
defendant, as Inspector Lindsay had charged 
him at the Police Court for unlawful pos- 
session of atolen goods, 

Defendant, who is's furniture-dealer in 
Wellington Street, alleged that it was true 
that the plaintiff lent him the money to get 
a gitl, not for “his shop; that he got tipsy 
at the Club-on the occasion of the loss of 
the note, and knocked about. things and 
people, but that he was not invited to come, 
He then minutely described the several 
payments he had made, and produced a 

ook containing them, which he denied was 
written up since the case began, In cross 
examination by Mr Dennys (who appoared 
for tha plaintiff) defendant adored to his 
Btatements ; and a coolie in his master’s, 
shop was produced who said be was the 
medium of a certain payment being’ raade 
of $48. Defeidant alleged that payments
